Keeping Highways Good. 


The present year promises to be the greatest in the history 


of the movement for the improvement and maintenance ol 
.public highways of the United Slates. 
A joint committee 


of congress is engaged in an investigation of the feasibility of 
federal aid in the construction, improvement and maintenance 
of public highways, and a number of the slate legislatures are 
.considering good roads legislation. 


Too much slrcss cannot be laid upon the importance ot 


maintenance in connection with the work of improving the 
roads. 
- The people in nearly all the stales are filled with en- 


thusiasm for road improvement and arc spending enormous 
sums of money in (he construction' of good roads, and ye 
almost without exception they are making little provision U 
carc for the roads after they are built/vThis is true, not only 
in the various counties, but under many of our stale highway 
departments. 


To maintain Ihe road's in good condition, year after year, 


requires a considerable annual outlay, but Ibis outlay is in- 
finitely less than the loss which musi'fall upon people even- 
lually if they allow (heir roads to go lo ullcr ruin. The thing 
for all advocates of good roads to do is lo urge continuous, 
systematic maintenance and the selling aside every year of an 
amount per mile estimated by the engineer in charge lo be 
sufficient for the proper maintenance of the road, a course 
which must make for economy and efficiency.

All of us perhaps would hold up our hands in horror if ac- 


cused of being a slanderer, yet how much of the so-called 
innocent gossi'p indulged in in most communities is nolhing 
less than downright slander? 
I low often do we see a bright
